Besides  appraisers,  this  course  will  be  of  considerable 
interest  to  property  officers  in  government,  municipal  or 
private  employment,  assessment  officers,  planners,  realtors 
and  property  owners  or  their  advisers.  Members  of  the 
legal  profession  may  also  find  much  of  interest  in  these 
lectures,  especially  those  concerned  with  expropriation 
and  other  real  property  matters.
